Cronvich, whose departments 
cooperate with his office as a 
matter of routine. 

The mayor’s committee re- ' 
cently issued a series of re- 
ports on organized crime and 
the DA’s office has been con- 
ducting a probe in connection 
with the grand jury and nei- 
ther has checked with Moll,. 

As a matter of fact, Moll 
said, his office has arrested 
several persons believed to 
be connected with the Cosa 
Nostra in the French Quar- 
ter in recent months. 


BECAUSE THE CASES 
are pending in federal court, 
Moll said, he is barred from 
discussing details of the ar- 
rests. 

“We’re in a position to as- 
sist local law enforcement 
agencies by virtue of the fa ct 
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jthat criminals are generally 
iknown to use or carry fire- 
-arms,” Moll said.
